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SHOULD THE A. C. BE 

CHANGED 


According’ to leports in the 
] ress, the Raymond School of 
Agriculture i s to be remodelled 
and changed into a Mental IIos 
pital for some of the overflow 
cases of the niilder sort from 
the mother institution at Ponc.ka 
Locally there is quite an agitat- 
fon and protest against this 
measure, and we believe rightly 
so. nd the question naturally 
arises* “Should this be done?” 

Under the old Liberal Govern 
ent in Alberta the policy of 
Agricultural Schools to assist 
the youth of ou r fair pro\ ince 
in agriculture, engineering dom¬ 
estic science, etc., was pushed 
to a high standard* and the loc¬ 
al School built. For a long while 
under the U.F.A. Government, 
the policy was continued, and 
today throughout. Southern Alb¬ 
erta, many of the young farm¬ 
ers are becoming master farm¬ 
ers, and they owe much of their 
ingenuity and ability in this re¬ 
spect to th e training ‘they re¬ 
ceived in the Raymond School 
of Agriculture* during its yeais 
of operation. Is this a program¬ 
me that any progressive gov¬ 
ernment can afford to abandon? 

Another point strongly in fav 
or of opening- the local School, 
this fall, if possible, is the fact 
that it is the only School of Ag 
riculture in an irrigated dlst* 
rid. where proper irrigation 
and the use of water can be tau¬ 
ght the coming farmers of the 
Province. With the increase in 
irrigation districts that every 
year sees* the proper handling 


ot water ciops suited to irrig 
; tio:i and other problems are 
ec >min ( r more and more press¬ 
ing, and Raymond people, feel 
itmnfclv the need for open ng 
and maintaining the local Agr¬ 
icultural College. 

Without stretching this arg¬ 
ument too far, local people feel 
that inasmuch as the School 
was built for an Agricultural 
College* and that the need still 
exist s for instruction for which

The Ninety Percent Mayortty 
obtained bv the Social Credit 
Party, in the Alberta election 
means something.

hind. The mechnical has beaten

• hunk holds its own by a narrow 
margin of superiority. The right 
to existence depends so 1 civ upon 


adaptibility to conditions. The 
financial has not kept pace with 
the rapid development of the 
mechanical world. Alberta is on¬ 
ly a flicker in an attempt to 
meet the situation. Their leftv 
mountain peaks have given 
their people a higher and broad 
er outlook upon the situation, 
than we on the flat prairies 
who are mostly flat, at that. 
Some say their experiment will 
never be able to get money to 
pay $25. a month to their citiz 
ens 21 years of age and over. 
Well where do we get the mon¬ 
ey now; and how? The early 
forms of life, like the fish worm 
had asystem of circulation with 
out a heart. Later forms devel¬ 
oped with several hearts bat 
they were suckers the strongest 
hearts winning out, killing the 
weaker parts of the body; and 
the whole body died. Today only 
the one heart animals survive, 
and it is a pumper as well ar. 
a sucker. Alberta proposes to 
pump out the circulation as 
well as sucking it in. Maybe it 
will succeed. If it does not suc¬ 
ceed, the start will have been 
made anyway. Eventually some 
methods of fianance will be ad¬ 
opted that is adaptable to con¬ 
ditions. —The Influence. Kcl- 
vington Sask.

A the cold weather is not far 
off,, .the lpultryman at this 
, tation is busy these days prep¬ 
aring laying houses for occup¬ 
ation by the pullets for the win 
ter laying season, and a few of 
his suggestions in this connect¬ 
ion may be of vhlue to those of 
our readers who are interested 
in poultry.
